Tb« First MMM] Meeting HuuM Is Amsrlra 

A Rklic ok Oldin Tiataa. — A book 
of "Church Architecture," recently pub- 
ished in London, contsins the following 
interesting notice of the fir-t M> ibodist 
meeting house in America. 

"The first Methodi-t meeting house in 
America was a log hut; but subsequently, 
through the interest ol Captain Wertb, a 
piece of grounJ was procured upon G o l d e n 
Hill, a rising ground near the bonier- ol 
New York; now named John street Ma 
terials were purchased and contracts enter- 
ed inlo, in ihe names of those persons who 
joined with Capt. Webb in the endertaking. 
The building was GO feet \o*n by 42 feel 
wide. It was opened on ihe 30th of Octo- 
ber, 176S, by Mr. Embry, who, being by 
trade a carpenter, had himself constructed 
the pulpit from which he preached. It had 
an area in front of about 30 feet square, 
separated from the street by a wooden 
fence. There were three square headed 
windows surmounted by a circular one, 
near the roof, below which was an arched 
door, and sub-equently side entrances by 
steps to the galleries. In order to reach 
the galleries when first erected, it *as ne 
cessary to mount by a ladder and then sit 
upon platforms, and for a long time bench- 
es only with backs were provided below. 
Such was the -;onstruciion of the first Meth 
odist Chapel in the Western world."

Don't 
talk about the extravagant rent of the emi- 
grant. Why, at home he lived in a wru i 
ed shanty, with no room in it, and thought 
no rent to hnjh lor the accomodation 
With us ihe owner is well paid lor ex- 
changing palaces. The middleman makes 
great profit, and the tenant ueu excel lei.: 
accommodations for a very smnll o 
A dav's wages will | ay a week's rent. An 
excellent fe.t'uie, iu this mrangemenl is, it 
allows do credit.

They used to sell hind by the 
acre for fifty or a hundred dollars an acre, 
five miles out of town.

Now the rural 
economy nomenclature has entirely dropped 
the word acre, and land is only sold by the 
fool. Said a friend but yesterday, and he 
livea in one of multitudinous New ion's, 
diey sell laud here by ihe inch.

You may be disposed to tlmil;, Mr. Edi. 
tor, that after the paper* which you kindly 
published some years ago, on Civic and 
Kural Decoration, 1 can ha\e very little 
more to say on ihe subject o r trees. Yet 
the older I grow, the more I feel interested 
for posterity, and desire my sons and grand- 
sons to have abundance of shade. The 
j.sts about the tree-le»s condition of Srot- 
lard have gone on for so many years, that 
if Dr. JohnHon could reUrn and renew his 
tour, he would find umbrn r.eo :s plantations 
on even hand: ir.deed the very best method 
of transplar ting mature tree» con es to us 
I'rom Scotland. Dr. Whiierspoon used to 
say, that when he sailed up the Delaware, 
on his arrival in this country, he was rt 
eveiy turn tempied to ask what nobleman's 
seat he was looking at; so aecustomel was 
he to associate a giove with wealth and 
artificial plantation. Dreadful havoc has, 
however, been made in these forests during 
the last century; and even the trees around 
old mansions have, upon a rhange of own- 
ers, been barbarously hewn down. 

it was my lot to l ; ve several years in the 
neighborhood of the eccentric and eloquent 
John Randolph, of Koanoke; an 1 I often 
heard the remark made, lhat he would noi 
al!o»v even any lop,img or trimming of his 
irees. Ho use 1 to say, in reference to the 
connexion between aris;ocr;i ry and "ances 
tral trees," "Any upstart rtu build a fine 
house, b it he cannot build the old oaks." 
In lhat same country 1 was most familiar 
w.th a spot settled by a retiied officer ol" 
the Revolution, but now dismantled, and 
occupied by an overseer, yet four matchless 
oaks still tower above the ruins, and there 
are the remains of four rows of ratalpa 
trees, which once extended nearly half a 
mile. When 1 lived there, it was a pleas- 
ant thought lhat my honored father had 
lived there aitv, and had enjoyed Hie same 
s-hade thirty years before; how sacied then 
must be the associations of one who walks 
among trees which have siielt. red his fore 
fathers for centuries'. Are we to | \r up 
all such fancies at the beck of communists 

nnd ra<l r«publieuit>. ' 

Trees have figured in literature, and 
struck their roots deep in iho poetry of all 
ag'i. Although a taste for the pirafiiaqus 
does noi characterise the ancients, ami there 
is little desciiption of natural se*enery in 
their proseworks, and jet art find excep. 
lions in regard to trees. One remarkable 
instance will promptly occur to all classi- 
cal st-holais; it is the famous platanus, in 
ihe shade of which Sociale* kept his phire 
while ba discoursed, constantly irovi, g 
l:om the sun, it is mentioned both by Plato 
and Cicero * The choial allusions to 
i Mp, n Greek tragedy, are also familiar. 
The latin w id lucus carried religious as- 
sociations whit h belong*) to no oilier term, 
and was shadowy wrhsuch 
jover over Virgil's line, 

tt mltgmutm nigra fnrmidtnr lucum 
These superstitious were founded on nam 
al sentiment, as he may uudeisund who 
A-ill recall some twilight hour, when he 
to nid himself musing and gazing into ti e 
i cresses of a dark ancient tree, till ov. r- 
lakcn by night. The poet is one who can 
unfold the Here danean papxr s of such 
thought-, ard decipher the hieroglyphic of 
imagination, and tianslate the vagueness of 
fiese inklings into the idiom of pan innn 
life. Perhaps it hit* i.ever been more com- 
pletely d.mc, than bf Wordsworth, in the 
Yew Trees: 

"A plllar'rl sha.if, 
Upon whom |Ma*Jaai floor of rrd-lirowu line, 
Ry shedding* from the pining umbrage tinged 
Perrnuinlly — beneath whose rMe roof 
Of boughs, .is if for l>*t.il purpose deckeJ 
With unrejoiclng berries ghoatlv Shapes 
May meet at uotmlliie- Fear aud tre 

Hope, 

Silence au<! t'oresigitt — Desth the 
And lime the Shallow." — etc. 

1 wish attention were more trequently 
drawn, by parents and other educators, to 
the individuality of great trees, which have 
each their phyaiogaomy, M much as so 
many men. And could wo read the char, 
acter, in these linesmen s of trunk ami 
boughs and "shadowing shroud" (a noide 
old English word, for which we have no 
substitute/) we should read the impres- 
sions of spring tides, of droughts, and ol 
tempests. An old tiec is an old friend, and 
we do well io takep3ins that our sons may 
hereafter love its very wrinkles. The tree 
of the park or plea^aunce, and the tree of 
the forest, are as different as the old knotty, 
gnarled, immovable baron, and the alert, 
smooth, thriving, average dweller in cities. 

The me reasons operate in both cases. 

Character becomes more inspissated, imcy, 
full of tannin and fibrin, where there has 
been elbow-roorn for the mighty branches 
to wrestle w.lh the winds. Look nt nn 
"old field" of the South, in which a thou- 
sand y oung pines have sprung up spontane- 
ously, side by sidi«, and you are instantly- 
reminded of a boarding school of sweet 
young ladies; the same name would do fo 



inste possessed by their elders, in the elms 
or their beautiful parks; and the absence of 
such mementos in New York is only anoth- 
er token left by the axe of Mammon on 
our utilitarian city. I romember io have 
paused on crossing a certain firry of the 
Roanoke, near the mansion of the la'e Sir 
Peyton Skipwith, and inwardly io have 
thanked the considerate love which spaied 
on the further bank a c lump of picturesque 
and gigantic trees, ihe sight and shadow of 
which were refreshing after a wearisome 
day's journey. Plant or preserve a lordly 
tree by the wayside, and you secure what is 
a "joy forever. " the deed may be as I*- 
nigu ns "ihe -tip of cold water." The 
oaks of the Old Testament have a brojd 
of recollections nestling in their foliage; 
the oak of Jacob, the oak of the Law, tie 
oak of Rehekah, the angel 'a" oak, the oaks 
of Saul, of Abimelech, of Absalom, and of 
BashBn.— Gen. xxxv. 4,5, Josh. xxiv. 
26; Judges vi. 11; Judges ix. »i ; 2 Sam. 
xviii. 9 ; 1 Chron. x. ft; Zech. xi. 18 ; 
Isaiah ii. H, What elegiac meaning in 
"the oak of weeping!" Burckhardt found 
thick oaks remain ng in the hills of Gile.jd 
and Bashan, and Lord Lindsay makes fie- 
.juent mention of the oaks of Palestine.— 
These verily were to ihe Hebrews what 
Prometheus, in ifcschylus, calls "accosting 
oaks" (Prom. Vinct. 831). Nor is there 
anything void of reason which so addresses 
•he imagination, as a venerable tree. Such 
power and stability, joined lo such vicissi- 
tude of garb and flexibility of number; 
such gravity, such lightness , such fearful 
brandishing of arms, yet such shade in 
heat, smiles in sunshine, and tears in dew ; 
such a world of summer leaves, and such 
nakedness in winter. Landscape pamtn u. 
an ait of modern times, one of the few in 
which we exceed the ancients, and one 
which is making daily advances, has led to 
a new study of the physiognomy of trees, 
and the discernment of differences, not 
merely fanaric or specific, but particular.

ty over the other lunatics, governing them 
after his fashion, nnd establishing himself as 
a kind of superintendent. 

His neighbor in captivity was not less wor- 
thy of pity. He waa an old French officer, 
who had been in chains for the past thirty 
years, having been alflicted with one of ihose 
terr.ble religious monomanias of which wo 
even now a days see such ficquent exam- 
ples. Of weak understanding and lively 
imagination, he conceived himself destined 
by God for the baptism or blood— that is to 
say, to kill his fellow-creatures, in order to 
save them from hell, and to send tin m 
straight to heaven, there to enjoy the felici- 
ty of the blessed 1 This horrible idet was 
the cause of his committing a frightful 
crime. He commenced his homicidal mis- 
sion by plunging a dagger into the heirt of 
bis own child. He was declared insane, 
confined for life in the Bicetre. and had 
been nlllicted for years with this levelling 
madness. Calmness at length returned, 
hut without reason; he sat on a stone silent 
■.1.1 immovable, resembling an emaciated 
-pi-cire ol remorse. His limbs were still 
loaded with the same irons as when first he 
was confined, but which he had no Icngei 
strength lo lift. They were left on him as 
much from habit as fiom th * remembrance 
of his ( rime. Ills case was hopeless. Dr. 
Pinel had him carried to a bed in the miir 
Miy; his legs, however, weie so stiff and 
contracted, that all a'tempis to bend them 



was but one continued act of devotion to 
his liberator.

Couthon was himself, perna; s, a.> strange 
a sight as that which he had come io see. — 
Deprived of the use of both his legs, he was 
always carried about on metis shouldeis 
and thus mounted and deformed, he, with a 
soft and feminine voice, pronounced sen- 
tences of death; for death w as the only log. 
ic at that moment. Couthon wished to see, 
and personally to quivstion, the lunatics one 
after another. He was conducted to ibeir 
quarters of ihe building; but to all bisques 
t ons he received but inaulisand sanguiuaiy 
addresses, and heaid nothing amidst the con 
fused cries and mad howling but the chill- 
ing clank of the chains reverberating 
through the disgustingly d;ity and damp 
vaults. Soon fatigued by ihe monotony of 
the spectacle and the fatuity of his inqui- 
ties, Couthon turned round to Pinel, and 
said, 'Ah, citizen, are not you, yourself mad 
;o think of unchaining such animals?' 

'Citixen,' replied the other, -l am con- 
vinced th.it these lunatirs have become so 
unmanageable solely because they are depri- 
ved of air and liberty, and 1 venture to 
hope a great deal fr. -in a thoroughly differ 
ent method.'

Several times he stood up, but sank down 
again; he had been in a sitting posture for 
such a length of time, that he had alrao-i 
lost the use of his limbs.

The third presented a strange contrail. 
He was a man in the prime of life, with 
sparkling eyes; his bearing haughty, and 
7 e.>tures dramatic. In his youlh he hid 
Decn n literaty character. He was gemle, 
*Mty,and had a brilliant imagination. He 
composed romances, full of Jove, eipressec 
in impass oned language. He wrote un 
ceasingly; and in order to devote himself 
with gn ater ardor to his favorite composi 
tions, he ended by locking himself up in 
his uom, often passing the day without 
Ibod, and ihe night without sleep. To com- 
plete all, au unfortunate passion added to 
his exeitement; he fell in love with the 
daughter of one of his neighbors. She, how- 
e.er, soon grew tired of the poor author, 
was inconstant to him, and did not even al- 
low him the consolation of a doubt. Dur- 
ing a whole year the anguish of the poor 
dreamer wis the more bitter from conceal 
ment. At length, one dav tie saw the ab- 
surdity of his despair, and passing from one 
extreme to the other, gave himself up to 
every kind of excess. His reason fled, and 
taken to ihe Bicetre in a raging fit, he re- 
mained confined for twelve years in the 
dark cell where Pinel found him fling- 
ing about h.s chains with violence. — 
This madman was more turbulent than 
dangerous, und, incapable of understanding 
the good ii tended lo hi u, it was necessary 
to employ force to loosen his irons. Once 
he felt himself at liberty, he commenced

■mil Ins breath failing, he fell down quite 
exhausted. This excitement continued for 
some weeks, but unaccompanied by vio- 
lence, as formerly.

III Lied 10 leave the a-ylum and return to 
the world, then in such a stale of agitation, 
he jeired the political factions of the dav 
with all the vehemence of his passiur^. 
and was beheaded on the £>th Ttiermidor. 

Prnel entered the fourth cell. It was 
that of Chevinge, whose liberation was one 
of the uuoit memorable events of lhat day. 

Chevinge had been a soldier of the French 
Gmrd. and had only one fault — that of 
drunkenness. But once the wine mounted 
into his head, he giew quarrelsome, vio- 
lent, and most dangerous, from bis prodi- 
gious strength. Fiequent excesses caused 
his dismissal from his corps, and he soon 
squandered his seamy resources. At length 
shame and misery plonged him in despair, 
and his mind became affected. He imagined 
lhat he had become a general, anil fought 
all who did not acknowledge his rank. It 
Ml al the termination of a mad scene of 
this kind that he was brought to the Bicetre 
in a state of fury. He had been ciiained 
for ten years, and with stronger fetters than 
his companions, for he had often succeeded 
in breaking his chains by the mere force of 
his hands. Once, in particular, when by 
this means he had obtained a few moments 
liberty, he defied all the keeper.-, togeiiier Is 
force him to return to his cell, and only did 
so after compelling them to pass under his 
uplifted leg. This inconceivable act of 
prowess he performed on the eight men who 
were trying to master him. From hence- 
forth his strength became a proverb at the 
Bicetre. By repeatedly visiting him, Pinel 
discovered thnt 300I dispositions lay hidden 
beneath violence of character, constantly 
kept excited by ciuel treatment. On one 
occasion he promised to ameliorate his con- 
dition, and thi« promise alone had greatly 
tranquilised him. Pinel now ventured 
announce to him; that he should 
be forced to wear his chains. 'Am 
prove that 1 have confidence in yo i,' added 
he, 'and lhat I consider you to be a man 
capable of doing good, you shall assist me 
in releasing those unfortunate individuals 
who do not possess their reason like you. 
If you conduct yourself properly, es I have 
cause to hope you will, 1 shall then take 
you into my service, und you shall not 
leave me.' 

Never in the mind of man was there seen 
so sudden or complete a change: the keep, 
ers themselves were forced to respect Che- 
vinge from his conduct. No sooner was he 
unchained, than he became docile, attentive, 
watching every movement of Pinel, so as to 
execute his orders dexterously and prompt- 
ly, addressing words of kindness and reason 
to those lunatics wiih whom he had been 
on a level but a few hours previously, 
but in whose presence he now felt the full 
dignity of liberty. This man who had been 
unhumanised by his chains durirg the best 
years ol his life, and who doubtless would 
have dragged on this agonising existence 
for a considerable length of time, became 
at once a model of pood conduct and grati- 
tude. Frequently in those perilous times 
he saved Pinel'a iife; and one day amongst 
others rescued 

who were dragging him off a la UnUmc 
as an elector of 1789. During a threaten- 
ed famine, he every morning left the Bice- 
tre, and never returned without 
which at that moment wereuopi 

The remainder of his life 



d violently opposed the loosening of their 
irons. When liberated, they would not 
their prison. Either from grief or 
want of understanding, these unhappy 
cioatures wete insensible to the liberty now 
offered to them. 

After them came a singular 
one of those men whose malady is ihe 
difficult of cure, from its being 'a fixed 
aaioned by excessive pnde. He 
an old clergyman, W30 thought himael 
Cnrist. His exterior corresponded to the 
vanity of his belief; his gait was measuied 
ar d solemn; hit smile, aweet yet seveie. 
forbade the least familiarity; everything, 
even to the arrangement of his hair, which 
hung down in long curls on eachside of his 
pale, resigned, and expressive countenance, 
gave him a singular resemblance to the 
beautiful head of our Sav or. If ihey tried 
to perplex him, and said, 'If thou art II 
whom ihou pretendest. ir. short, if thou H 
Gcd, break thy chains ami liberate thyreli 
he immediately, wiih pride and dignity, re- 
plied. 'In vain shalt thou tempt ihy Lord!' 
The sublimity of human arrogance in de 
rangement! 

The life of this man was a complete ro 
mance, in which religious enthusiasm play 
ed the first part. He had made pilgnn 
on foot to Cologne and Home, and had 
then embarked for America, where, ai 
the savages, he risked his I fe in the l.opo ol 
convening them to the true faith. But all 
these travels, all ihese voyages, had the 
melancholy effect of turning his ruling 
idea into a monomania. On his return lo 
France, he publicly announced himself 
Hun whose gospel he had been preaching 
far and wide. Seized and brought befoie 
the Archbishop of Paris, he was shut up 
the Bicetre as a lunatic, his bands and Ceet 
were loaded with heavy irons, and for 
twelve years he bore with singular

Argument with such minds is useless; 
thev neither can nor will understand it. —

From 
that time forward he visibly improved, and 
in less than a year was sufficiently recover- 
ed to acknowledge the folly of his former 
ideas, and to leave the Bicetre. • • « 
Fifty lunatics were in this manner releas- 
ed from their chains in the space of a few 
days. Amongst thein were individuals from 
every rank of life, and from every countiy.

least fraugh: with tha utmost danger.
